TWIN EMERGENCY 
CALLS REPORTED 


Two emergencies in the Alameda 
district Monday afternoon, one an 
intersection accident, the other 4a 
mysterious call about a little boy 
being beaten by older boys, sent am- 
bulances, fire trucks and police 
speeding to the scene. 

At the corner of Alameda de las 
Pulgas and Gordon avenue, Earl

Rushed to Palo Alto Hospital, he 
was found to have suffered a bad 
cut on the head and a dislocated 
bone near the back of the neck, his 
mother said. Incidentally, Earl is 
employed at the hospital part time 
and was planning to work there all 
during his Christmas vacation. 

The other emergency, call for 
which came in almost immediately 
after the first one, occurred on the 
Sharon Estate property at the end 


of Menlo avenue. 
Reports were that two girls and 
a boy, about nine years old, were 
picking mushrooms when two 
teen-age boys attacked the boy. 

Another girl, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard Cameron of Menlo 
avenue, ran and told her mother a- 
pout the fight, and her mother in- 
vestigated. Seeing the boy suppos- 
edly badly hurt, Mrs. Cameron ran 
back for help, stopping first at the 
home of Mrs. Malcolm G. Paterson. 
Mrs. Paterson called the fire de- 
partment, which responded. 

A search of the fields failed to lo- 
cate the boy. A report that a man 
had taken the little boy to the Shar- 
on Estate barn to phone for help 
failed to materialize. Finally it was 
reported that he had been taken to 
his home on Vine Street, supposedly 
by the girls he had been accom- 
panying. Reason for the attack could 
not be learned. 


City to Alter 
Fire Zoning 


A second fire zone for the com- 
mercial district, allowing less strict | 
building requirements, was consid- 
ered by the City Council last night. j 

Fire zone two would allow one- 
hour fire resistant walls in buildings | 
set back three feet from property 
lines. If walls are built on the prop- | 
erty line, four-hour walls must be 
used. 

Fire zone one, which requires four- 
hour fire resistant walls in all build- | 
ings, would be restricted to the fol- 
lowing areas, according to recom- 
mendations by the Planning Com- 
mission: 

(1) The west side of El Camino 
Real the entire length of the city) 
from Valparaiso Ave. to Creek Drive. 

(2) Both sides of Santa Cruz,

School Doesn't 
Own Playgroud, 
But Who Does? 


Las Lomitas school children have 
been playing in the middle of a 
street for years without knowing it. 

The Las Lomitas School Board 
has suddenly found that a 60-foot 
strip of land, lying along the east 
edge of the playgrounds, doesn’t be- 
long to the school. 


Apparently years ago the strip 
was set aside as an extension of 
Barney avenue into the present Ath- 
erton city limits. It included a 
right-of-way for an interurban el- 
ectric railroad which was proposed 
to run from San Mateo to Stanford 
University. But the street never 
was put through and record of own- 
ership of the land has been lost. 

The matter came to the attention 
of school trustees when architects 
for the new additions to the school 
surveyed school property. Deed to 
the school’s land did not include the 
“Barney Ave.” strip. The board 
decided to investigate.

MAN KILLED, 
WOMAN HURT 


A 75-year-old pedestrian was kiff- 
ed just outside the Menlo Park city 
limits at the San Francisquito Creek 
bridge and a Menlo Park woman 
was injured near Sunnyvale, in auto 
accidents this week. 

Tom Ballantyne of San Carlos 
died in Palo Alto Hospital Sunday 
evening, an hour after being struck 
by a car driven by Herbert E. Moore 
of Mountain View. Police at first 
believed he was not seriously injur- 
ed, although he was unconscious 
when rushed to the hospital. 

Minor injuries were suffered by 
Mrs. Rachel Skeie, 67, of 125 Circle 
Road in a collision between a car 
driven by another local resident, 


Frank Babek, 78, 626 Santa Cruz 
avenue, and a truck driven by Le- 
land Hayter. She was taken to 
Palo Alto Hospital for emergency 
treatment and then released. 

Three knuckles were crushed on 
the left hand of P. R. Rufer, 55, 73 
Walnut, Saturday afternoon when 
he lost control of his two and one- 
half-ton truck on Atherton avenue 
near Selby Lane.

He stuck it out for two 
years then went into auto repair 
work which he survived for one year 
| At eighteen he enlisted for two years 
in the Navy. 

On December 26, 1922, 25 years ago 
this Friday, L. L. Johnston joined 
the rank of Bank of America em- 
ployees, starting in the supply de- 
partment. Here he became state 
purchasing agent for the state bank- 
ing system, but despite his success 
in this field he decided to get into 
that end of the business which pro- 
vided opportunity for public contact 
—work he always liked and was well 
fitted for. His first position in this 
was as assistant manager at San 
Anselmo, where he did not feel at 
home. Next he went in the same 
capacity to the West Portal Branch, 
and then came the opportunity to 
manage the new branch opening in 
Menlo Park on February 1, 1937.
